SIR, 

In  compliance  with  a  resolution  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, *  instructing  the  Secretary  of  War  to  furnish  a 
statement,  showing  the  names  of  the  several  persons  to  whom 
land  warrants  have  issued,  and  extra  pay  been  allowed,  sub  - 
sequent  to  the  3d  March,  1817,  under  the  act,  entitled  "  An 
act  granting  bounty  in  lands  and  extra  pay,  to  certain  Cana- 
dian volunteers,"  and  the  act  supplementary  thereto;  together 
with  the  names  of  the  agents  or  attorneys  to  whom  said 
land  warrants  were  delivered,  and  the  money  paid;  particu- 
larly noting  such,  if  any,  as  were  connected  with  the  public 
offices;  and  also  to  state  whether  any,  and,  if  any,  what  in- 
formation he  may  have  received  relative  to  impositions  prac- 
tised on  claimants,  by  persons  pretending  to  be  agents  au- 
thorized by  the  government,"  I  have  the  honor  to  render 
reports  marked  A  and  B.  and  to  accompany  them  with 
copies  of  letters  which  have  been  addressed  to  the  Paymas- 
ter General,  and  with  copies  of  his  answers,  which  contain 
all  the  information  in  possession  of  this  Department,  on  thr 
subject.

DEAR  SIR, 

I  feel  a  delicacy  in  troubling  you  on  this  subject,  but  I 
know  of  no  other  method  to  obtain  the  desired  information. 

Be  pleased  to  inform  me  what  sums  of  money  Benajah 
Mallory  received  for  each  of  the  following  persons  belonging 
to  captain  Frisbee's  company,  in  the  Canadian  corps,  viz. 
Stephen  Petton,  John  Bennett,  William  M'Carty,  James 
MGee,  James  McLaughlin;  also,  for  Cary  Maeellus,  and  if 
you  can  find  the  muster  roll  of  captain  Hamilton's  rifle  com- 
pany, and  inform  me  if  Elnathan  Thrasher  appears  thereon, 
you  would  do  me  a  great  favor;  said  Thrasher  died  at  Sack- 
rtt's  Harbor  in  the  summer  of  the  last  campaign.  Please 
inform  me  if  said  Mallory  received  his  (Thrasher's)  back 
pay;  he  had  a  power  for  that  purpose,  and  letters  of  admi- 
nistration. Says  "  he  did  not  receive  the  money,  and  has 
lost  the  papers."  Major  Mallory  was  at  Washington,  last 
wh  ter,  with  the  claims  of  the  above  persons,  and  does  not 
give  a  satisfactory  account.  II  he  has  dealt  honestly,  there 
can  he  no  impropriety  in  making  the  inquiry;  if  he  has  acted 
the  knave,  he  will  probably  be  brought  to  justice.  I  once 
caught  him  incog,  bv  the  side  of  a  widow,  and  cheated  her 
out  of  S100,  beside  s  the  discount  on  southern  money.  Please 
also  inform  me  the  amount  he  received  for  the  widow  of 
lieutenant  Israel  Willeox,  of  the  twelve  months  volunteers, 
who  died  on  the  Niagara  frontier,  and  what  kind  of  money 
he  received.
